They observed in one of the out buildings a new box bearing the label, 
number 2, Ajax Gold Metal, 1-1/8 by 8 inch, 45 per cent dynamite* The 
label indicated that the box was supposed to contain $0 lbs* of 
dynamite sticks which Burke thought would mean it contained 48 be icks* 

He said the Agent lifted the box and shook it slightly and detebicined 
that it vns not a full box of dynamite sticks but he estimated it to 
be about half full* It bears a date which was not entirely discernible 
but which was’ either October 3 or October 5» 1955• The cover of the box 
had been removed but again nailed dow n* The Denver Office immediately 
contacte d District Atto rney \oho in turn co ptemted.

At this time Burke also advised that further inneatiaatian _ 

concerning the possible purchase of dynamite by Graham from \ _| 

the storekeeper at Kremmling, Colorado, had definitely confirmed that 
the subject was in Denver on Ortnher 29 and, ther efsBck* c ould not have 

purchased the dynamite from\ _pn that date as p laimed* This 

matter is receiving vigorous TWUWWtigative attention for the purpose of 
definitely determining the source of the dynamite involved in this case* 
Burke also advised that the investigation report which is 230 pages long 
is ready for transmittal to the Bureau* In view of its weight and 
the cost which would be involved in sending it airmail, arrangements were 
made to turn it over as a sealed package to a pilot on United Air Lines 
flight 730 leaving Denver tonight flying nonstop for Washington and 
arriving in Washinghxit 7:35 a*m* tomorrow morning* He said United Air 
Lines in Denver suggested that the Bureau contact the station manager 
of United Air Lines at the Washington Airport who would obtain the 
package from the pilot and turn it over to the Agent* Arrangements 
have been made for the Washington Field Office to pick up this package

In reviewing repart submit .*d year offis® 11-21-55 and 
subsequent material, certain it&sn Here noted which make it absolute 
essential additional evidence be developed if at all available. 
Concerning timer which subject |§*isrehased from Joseph Grande, Denver, it 
appears inconsistent subject wild have exchanged 9038 model for 902b 
model if either was actually maed in construction of bomb since the 9038 
would have been better suited c© his purpose. Possibility exists 902b 
may still be in his p#8s©sal©a and will be produced at trial to refute 
evidence introduced by state eMMternlng purchase of timer. Possibility 
also exists Joseph Grande may he mistaken and that subject actually 
purchased 9038 mftftH which could have been used by him providing he set 
timer after arriving at airport while placing straps on mother's luggage 
3ince this was approximately use hour prior to explosion and this model 
was one hour timer. All facts pertaining to timer should bo minutely 
examined and all possible leads pushed vigorously to develop complete 
information.

Furnish additional 
details concerning box of dynamite found on Sing ranch including whether 
definitely determined to be full case and whether ranch employees have ? 
been interviewed as to explanation of presence of this dynamite on rancho
